The following is a true extract from the Public Laws of 
New Hampshire, Chapter 42, Page 184. 

SECTION 22. “Custody, Investments. The trustees shall 
have the custody of all trust funds held by their town. The 
funds shall be invested only by deposit in some savings bank 
in this state, or in bonds, notes or other obligations of the 
United States government, or in state, county, town, city 
and school district bonds and the notes of towns or cities 
in this state; and when so invested the trustees shall not be 
liable for the loss thereof. The trustees may retain invest- 
ments as received from donors, until the maturity thereof.” 

It will be seen, that the terms, Invest, Invested, and IJn- 
vestments, can be applied to Trust Funds, only. 

SecTION 29. Payment by Towns. Each town shall pay 
over to the Trustees the full amount of its Trust Funds.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


The School Board of Chester: 


I herewith present the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools: 

The schools have made good progress during the year. 
It is worthy of note that six of the seven graduates of the 
past year have entered a secondary school. This of course 
indicates the continued interest of the parents and chil- 
dren in continuing education beyond the elementary grades. 

The work of Health Supervision has been interrupted by 
the illness and resignation of our School Nurse, Mrs. Hurd. 
It is expected that the vacancy will soon be filled. The 
work of Mrs. Hurd, although somewhat limited, was thor- 
ough and effective. . 

It has been noticed from the registers that children of 
certain families have been very irregular in attendance. 
Investigation has shown that a considerable part of the 
blame lies with home arrangement. We do an invaluable 
service to our children when we effectively teach the neces- 
sity of punctual and regular attendance at their school 
work. This cannot be accomplished without the thorough 
co-operation of the parents. 

Your Superintendent believes that, notwithstanding the 
fact that many experienced teachers without normal train- 
ing do excellent work, teachers carefully trained for their 
profession in normal schodls render, in the long run, more 
efficient service than those without.such specific training. 
Moreover, teachers, no matter what has been their training, 
should be encouraged to constantly take means to improve 
themselves professionally. I commend these ideas to your 
consideration.
